HISTORY, &c. 


HE Miſery and Misfortunes which 
the Count has endured in Ruſ- 


ſia, are ſo affecting to me, that 1 


am not able eit her to relate them methodi- 


cally, or to digeſt them properly: How - 
ever, I find no Neceſſity tor this melan- 
choly Trouble; for ſince his Return I have 


received two of his Letters, which were 


written to me whilſt he was yet a Priſoner : 
One cf them was addreſſed to a Clergy- 
man in Livonia, but who could get no 
Knowledge of my Abode ; the ſecond Let- 
ter was brought me by a Jew, as will appear 
from the Narrative itſelf. Theſe two Let- 
ters contain the greateſt Furt of what has 
happened to him in Moſcovy and in Si- 
beria, and therefore I will introduce them 
verbatim. It is certain, that one always 
takes more Notice of the Circumſtances of 
an Affair, if they are related by the Perſon 
who has been actually engaged in the Tranſ- 
action: Beſides which, theſe Letters will ſet

How many ' thouſand 
Tears has this Thought coſt me already? 
And how often has my innocent Love to

Attack which the Ruſſians made on the 
« Village where I was fick, and a Priſoner, 
© has ſaved my Lite, three Days before my 
appointed Execution. So it is, my Dear: 
« This Providence is the Reſult of your 
« Tears, and my Innocence. I did not 
© come to myſelt in ſeveral Days after the 
Engagement; at laſt, ſeeing the Swedes 
« diſlodged, and finding myſelf in the 
Hands of the Ruſſians, I thought of ſe- 
c curing my own Perſon, by telling them 
« that I was a Captain, and that my Name 
| BED 6 was 
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was Lowenhock. Among all the Pri- 
c ſoners wich whom I have been dragged 
from Place to Place, and ar laſt co the 
City of Moſcow, are but two. Officers 
that knew me, They are both Englifh- 
© men, and the trueſt and beſt Companions 
© of my Mistortunes, that I could have 
viſhed for: One of them whofe. Name is 
© Steeley, has lately procured the Liberty, 
© ro ſpeak to his Countrymen who trade, 
© to this Place, and by their Contrivance, 
* furniſhed me with a fate Opportunity to. 
* fend a Letter to you to Livonia. Ah! 
that it was already in your Hands; and, 
© that I could ſes but one of the Tears which, 
© your Joy of knowing that I live, ſhould. 
© torce trom your lovely Eye. Pray whi-, 
ther have you moved fince my laſt Let- 
© ter of Condolence? Has the Vengeance 
© of the wicked, Prince perfued you? Is 
my Friend R retired along with you? 
And whither? Poor, unhappy Woman 
Let me have the Comfort that I may 
© aſcribe all my preſent and future Misfor- 
© tunes to your Virtue and your Love for 
© me; nothing but theſe Conſiderations. 
can eaſe my Miſery, or remove the Shame. 
© and the ſhocking Memory ot that violent 
Death which the Prince had deſigned for 
© me. Bear my Abſence with Patience, I 


© beg of you, for our mutual Love ſake ;

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© and hope that we ſhall ſee each other 
© again. But, O God; when? And how 


© ſhall I know that you have been able 


© to ſurvive my Misfortunes? Terrible 
© Thought ; which I cannot ſet down with- 
cout trembling. But — No — my only 
© Wiſh in this World — you live ſtill: My 
© Heart tells me ſo; and it tells me like- 
© wiſe, that I ſhall have the Felicity once 
© more to embrace you, before I die. Which 
© Happineſs that I may be bleſſed with, I 
© implore Divine Providence daily, and at 
© the Moment of writing this. Can God 
© have ſpared my Lite for a greater Com- 
© fort than to permit me to ſpend Part of 
© it with you? were it even for a few Days. 


© Repreſent only to yourſelf the Satisfac- 


© tion we ſhall have when Time ſhall de- 
© liver one of us to the other: How long 
* it will be before our Exſtaſy of Joy ſhall 


© permit us to ſpeak? And how long ſhall 


© we ſpeak and embrace each other, before 


© we have ſpoken enough, and related each 


- © other's Fate. Maintain therefore a good 


© Reſolution : There is nothing that will 


© eaſe my Sufferings more than hearing 


from you and my Friend R—. If Cir- 


© cumfſtances will permit it, pray ſend me

© haye been ſhort of Caſh ever ſince I was

arreſted ; and I have gone through all the 
« Difficulties which can happen to a Pri- 


ſoner upon a March of above an hundred 


Miles. Even the poor Proviſion which 
' ſome hundred Fellow Priſoners of com- 
mon Men complained of, has ſerved me, 
© all the Time. The Hatred which the. 
Ruſſians have to the Swediſh Nation, has, 
made our Mifery of being Priſoners more 
intolerable than any thing elſe; for, their, 
« Careleſneſs to us, and their Infenſibility 
of our Complaint, they a juſt Return, 
for that barbarous Behaviour which our 
King, as they ſay, ſhewed to the Ruſſian 
© Priſoners. What was the greateſt Miſ- 
fortune which happened'to us after we 
had paſſed by the Frontiers of Poland, 
was the want of freſh Water, becauſe we 
were often obliged to take a round- about 
Rout over ſandy Places, to avoid the

My whole Subſtance fince I have been, 
a Priſoner conſiſted in twenty Dollars, 
which I had lately given to me by a com- 
mon Soldier. He died of his Wounds about 
a Month before we came to the Ci ot. 
Mofeow, in the midſt of a Night which 
we were obliged to paſs in the open Fields. 
He had done me great Services in our 
March, and I rewarded his Honeſty with 
continuing by him all Night, and affiſt-

About ſix Weeks ago 
were ſince the Commencement of War 
the firſt Swediſh Priſoners who were ex- 
poſed to the revengeful Eyes of the wild 
Inhabitants of this Place. We were be. 
tween three and tour hundred of us, 


and after having marched up to. ſpaci. 


ous Place, were'there-exhibited"!to' the 
public Sight of the Mob, Who would 
willingly have tore us to pieces, had not 
a ſtrong Corps of Ruſſians guardec us. 
After we had ſtood a conſiderable while, 


and heard all the Calumnies and Re-

The Fellow, Who per- 


haps did not know after whom ſhe asked, 


gave her for Anſwer, That the 'Syeeds 
had killed him. That Moment did ſhe 
fly at me, and cried out, What, haſt

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the Guard. Conſider but, my Dear, in

For, even in that City 
where my Father had the Honour to be 
the King's Ambaſſador, I was looked up- 
on as a+, mean-Eellow of a Sweed; and 
perhaps on the ſume Spot where he made 
his Entry, his Son was expoſed to the 


Worryings of an old Woman. 
In what, kind Heaven, have I deſerve 
ed that hard: Fate to be at ſuch a great 


Diſtance from you, ſhut up betwixt emp- 
ty Walls 3 in a Receptacle where beſides 


the Company of my Steeley 1 am debar- 
red from:every thing that comforts Life; 
and know of no other Recreation than 
that of talking to mo Companion about 
you, and jointly bemoaning our Deſtiny ! 


I have already mentioned that out of the 
twenty Dollars Steeley' made a Preſent to 
our Keeper, whereby he got the Li- 
berty to ſpeak to ſome Merchants from 
Lendditts Theſe have advanced him one 
hundred Dollars, with a Promiſe to do 

whatever they can, in his Favours: B 


means of this Money we hope now and 


then to purchaſe the Shadow of Liberty 


from our Keeper; for if Ruſſians can be 
moved to Compaſſion, it muſt be by dint 
of Money. At his Return Steeley brought

Theſe are the two Letters which the 
Count ſerit to me while he was Priſoner. 
And becauſe he ſpent fi ſteen Months longer 
in Siberia, after the Difpatch of che laft 
Letter, I ſhall give the Particulars of his 
Story during that Period in the ſame Order 
as he delivered them to me, at his Return. 


In about three Weeks after the Tew's 
Departure from Tobolſkoy, faid the Count 
to me, I was ſent for by the Governor 
when I, with great Submiſſion, delivered 
the Draught to ham, which he had ordered 

me to. deſign, and which he ſeemed not to 
miſlike ; yer he being the Governor, and 
I his riger, perhaps he thought it be: 


neath him to acknowlege the Satisfaction F 


had given him, tho' his Heart might have 
rompted him to reward my Labour with 
lch a Confeſſion, at leaſt. He asked 
me, Whether it was true, that the Jew 
had left ſo much Money for me? and 
mentioned the Sum; to which I anſwered; 
in the Affirmative. Upon this he arder-, 
1 e 
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ed the Prifoner to be brought in: But, who 
'think you this Prifoner was ?— Why, my 
dear Steeley, whom had not feen for al- 
-moſt four Years paſt. I forgot that I was 
before the Governor; and exceeding the 
Bounds of Moderation, ran to embrace my 
Friend at- his entering the Parloyr. He 


hall be your Companion, ſaid the Gover- 


nor; but for how long a Time, I cannot 


tell. I underſtood the Meaning of theſe 


Words very well; and begg'd his Excel- 
kncy. would permit me to depoſit a thou. 
ſand Crowns with him, for the Support of 
my Friend. Tou may do it, faid he to 
me; but upon no other Account than to 
be a Security for your good Behaviours, 


Aecordingly the Few, whoſe Notes I had, 


was fent for, and he paid the thouſand 
Crowns 3 at the ſame time the Governor 
gave him Leave to viſit me, and to ſupply 
me with Neceſſaries, as the former Few had 
done. And now | had the Liberty to go 
with my Steeley hand-in-hand to my Cell, 
whither we repaired with great Eagerneſs, 
hoping to open our Hearts there, and to 
eaſe them, by telling each other the many 
Things which had befallen us during our 
Separatton. But after we were come to our 
home, it was a conſiderable while before 
we began to talk ; for being tranſported 
with Joy, we did nothing but look and 

ga⁊e

gaze at one another: At laſt 1 began the 
Conference, by looking out clean Linen 
for him, and a Suit of Cloths with which 
the Jew had furniſhed me before he left To- 
bolskoy; but Steeley for Gladneſs was nat. 

able to put them on, without my helping 
him. He look*d upon the Things which 
I gave him, with Aſtoniſhment, as tho? he 
had forgot the Uſe of them; at laſt, 
being dreſſed, he looked upon himſelf 
without Intermiſſion. And tho' I had ſe- 
veral times asked him, how it had gone 
with him, yet he made no other Anfwer 
than, How it has gone with me, my dear 
Count — How it has gone with me? that 
was all: And I believe if he ſhould have 
| anſwered to my Interrogatories, I ſhould 
hardly have given Attention to his Nar- 
rations, ſo great were my Commotions of 
Joy and Friend fhip. I gave him half a Glaſs 
of Wine, becauſe I had no more, and put 
him in Mind of his treating me with that Li- 
quor at Moſcow. By degrees we came to 
ourſelves again; and we had fo much to tell 
one another, that we did not know where 
to begin: Several Days as well as Nights 
paſſed away in this Occupation; and as 
many in recounting our paſt Tribulations. 
Steeley, indeed, has fuffered much more 
than I, both in Moſcovy and in Siberia; 
jor here he has not only lived four Years in 
perſect Slavery, without a Friend, or _ 
WO 
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added ſtill more to his Miſery, has had the 


Misfortune to have Knee Eskin, a Fellow 
Priſoner, for his Companion. This Mon- 
ſter of a Man was a greater Plague to poor 
Steeley than all his other Hardfhips, and 
made his Tenement an Image of Hell to 
him, eſpecially at Night when he wanted 
to reſt himſelf after the Fatigues of the 
Day: And to ſliew the barbarous Nature 
of Knee Eskin, among the numberleſs In- 
juries which he did te Steeley, I will in- 
| wean but this one. Steeley happened to 
fall ſo very ill one time, as not to be able 
to get up to help himſelf, and therefore 
was obliged to wait till Ec in's Return out 
of the Foreſts; when Steeley begg*d of him 
to help him to the drinking Veſſel with 


Water, becauſe he was very dry: Are you 


really very dry? ask'd Eskin: I am glad 
of it ] have often. been dry myſelf — and 
how inſignificant are you to me, who am a 


Prince? Upon this he drinks the Water 


up-himſelf, and throws the Veſſel down be- 
fore Steeley: There, ſays Eskin, with 2 
loud Laugh, drink the reſt. Can any 
thing be more gahing, than to have to do 
with ſuch a Brute? Bat, let me tell you 
what ſollows. In leſs than a Fuelve- month 
Eskin happens in his Frenz ies to abuſe one 
of his Inſpectors, who chaſtiſes him ſo very 


ſeverely 
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ſeverely for it, that he is dragged half 
dead to his Hove): Beſides this, his: Al- 
lowance of Bread is denied him for two 
Days; bur Steeley is fo generous as to give 
him part of his; and helps him to Water 
as often as he can; he even waſhes his 
Wounds, and gives him all the Aſſiſtance 
which an unhappy Prifoner can afford to 
another under the ſame Circumftances. 
This charitable Deportment touches the 
Barbarian, who ſqueezmg Steeley's Hand, 
ſays to him, Pray forgive me that I have 
not carried myſelf ſo well to you, as you 
do to me: And, indeed, this was no feign- 
ed Acknowlegement of Eskin's: for when 
he was recovered, he was leſs troubleſome 
to Steeley; tho* his ruſtic Nature would 
freqently be uppermoſt, All the Comfort 
which Steeley has had ſince he and I were 
ſeparated, proceeded from the good Nature 
of a Coſſac young Woman who happened 
to take Notice of him in the laſt Year be- 
fore his Return to Tobolskoy ; and who 
witneſſes, chat even uncivilized and wild 
Nations are not without ſome Members 
who have a natural Propenfity to laudable 
Actions ö 

Steeley one Day happened to have the 
Good · luck to catch his Number of Ermins 
ſooner than ordinary, in the Diſtrict which 
was aſſiigned for him near Poheim ; * 

| this 
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Return home, he lay down cloſe to 3 
Well, to reſt khimſcif. Whilſt he was thus 
refreſhing his Spirits, a well-made young 
Woman comes to the Place where he was, 
and looks upon him for a while; at laſt 
ſhe ſits down by the Well, and ſcooping up 
the Water in the Hollow of her Hand, to 
drink; Poor Stranger, faid ſhe to Steeley, 
don't you chuſe to drink? He tells her, 
that he had been drinking already : But, 
returned ſhe, will you not accept of a 
Draught of Water out of my Hand? Pray 
do—] pitty you as often as J fee you-this 
Way; and I am not come hither for the 
fake of Drinking, but to tell you my Con- 


cern for you. Steeley is ſurprized, and 
knows not what Anſwer to return. Ah! 


proceeds ſhe, why will you not fpeak to 
me? I am ſorry I came hither upon your 
Account but I promiſe you that I will not 
come again. Upon this Steeley looks mo- 
deſtly at her, and tells her that he is great: 
Ty obliged for the Compaſſion which fhe 
ſeems to have for him; and as. a Token of 
his Gratitude offers her his Hand, which 
ſhe guides and preſſes now to her Lips, 
and then to her Breaſt : After this ſhe di. 
verts herſelf with fingering the Locks of 
his black curled Hair, and ſooths him af- 


ter her manner, without cealing. n 
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he prepares to go—Oh! cries fhe, ſtay a 
little longer! My Eyes are not yet ſatiſ- 
fed with beholding you: T with every 
Man in this Country looked like you; 
then it would be very pretty in Siberia 
But if you are obliged to go; will you 
ſoon return again to this Place ? I have a 
great deal to tell you, but I do not remem- 
ber what: 1 knew it before I came to you; 
but I have forgot it now by playing with 
your Hair. Speaking in this manner, ſhe 
looks into the clear Well, and diſcovers 
her Likeneſs : But tell me, ſays ſhe, do 1 
actually look as T do in the Water? 1 
have black Eyes as well as you—l like 
yours: Do you like mine? Are my Teeth 
as white as yours? Yes, anſwers he, they 
are, and you are handſome ; but let me go, 
for I am an unfortunate Prifoner : And then 
ſhe turns homewards, with Eyes full of 
Tears, When Steeley goes out the next 
Morning to follow his diſagreeable Occu- 
pation, he finds the young Woman already 
firting by the Well, and waiting for him. 
She intreats him to fit down, and obliges 
him to accept of a Piece of Bread and 
Honey from her Hand. Do you ſee, ſays 
ſhe: — tho' 1 love myſelf to eat, yet 1 


rather ſee you feed upon what I have 


brought with me : I have likewiſe ſome 
Ermins for you, which my Lovers have 
bs. given 


Number ot Ermins with Eaſe ;— look al- be 
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given me 3 and now. you may be with 
me all this Day. For the future I will 
make them give me ſome every Day, and! 


will bring them to you Do give me a 


Kind Look Vou hear what I intend to do 
for you. Upon. this ſhe plays, again with 
his Hair in a very innocent manner, and 
begs a Lock of it; ſhewing him at the 
ſame time a pair of Sciſſars which ſhe had 
brought on purpoſe. Steeley who was 

leaſed with the unfcignes and innocent 

ove of this Female Coſſack's, ſatisfies her 
Deſire, and ſhe rewards him with ſome 
Kiſles, and ſhews him a little Cottage at 
a Diſtance, in which ſhe tells him that her 
Father lives. Then ſhe takes a Leaf off a 
Tree, and blows it, telling him, that now 
her Brother would come for whom ſhe had 
appointed this Blaſt as a Signal: Hadſt 
thou not parted with the Lock of Hair 
freely, we ſhould have forced thee to it: If 
But be not afraid of him; he is like me, , 
and will do thee no Harm.

Place as would ſuit his Siſter to depoſit her 
Marks of Liberality and Good - nature; of 
which ſhe makes uſe of accordingly, not 
only to hide what Proviſion the can, fot 
Steeley, but alſo to meet him there, either 
in the Morning, or Evening: And not 
only met him at her Store- place, but ſtay d 
with him often half che Day, and ſome- 
times longer. whilft her Brother did her 
new Favourite's Work. When Steeley 
was convinced of the generous Heart of his 
wild Beauty, he took great care to form 
her, and to purge her capacious Genius 
from the rough Taints of her Education: 
And he has had the Satisfaction to ſee that 
his Trouble has been well beſtowed _ 
her; for Love made her brisk and lively; 
and in a ſhort Time ſhe became tractable, 
and arrived to ſuch a Share of good Senſe, 
that he no longer ſerupled to give her 
Marks of his Affection: But their agree- 
able Meetings were of no long Duration 


beeauſe after three Months Steeley, with

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Diſtrict, twenty Werſts from Pohem; 
—1 it was from thence that he was recall.
